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Income Tax Hike 
O.K.-But'No'for 
Transaction Tax 
Gov. Bumpers' tax message to 


the General Assembly Thursday 
was one I approved in general. 
He is asking for a total tax in- 
crease of 26 million dollars—of 
which 15 million is to be obtained 
by an increase in the state in- 
come tax. That is something 
your editor has advocated in 
recent years. 


Such advocacy meant a 


reversal of previous Star 
policy—but as any reform of 
Arkansas' dishonest property 
assessment system becomes 
increasingly doubtful the only 
alternative is to increase the 
state income tax. This would 
catch underassessed 
property 


owners because they would be 
taxed on income—tax evasion on 
which would be dangerous 
because of the availability to the 
state of a citizen's federal tax 
return. 


Therefore we support the 


governor's income tax hike 
proposal. 


But we object to his tampering 


with the sales tax. From 
newspaper accounts he plans to 
move against sales-use tax 
exemption of public utilities. I 
haven't seen his actual bill on 
this, but if the result is to unload 
the tax on the utilities' customers 
then I am opposed to it. Here you 
would be pyramiding the sales 
tax, the citizen paying not only 
his own sales tax but also ab- 
sorbing the utility's tax. 


Frankly the governor seems to 


be moving into the field of 
making services as well as 
tangible goods subject to sales 
tax. He mentions taxing repair 
work, which essentially means a 
tax on labor. 


And he likes the idea of con- 


verting the sales tax into a 
transaction tax—the effect of 
which could conceivably destroy 
the sales tax. Proof of the 
governor's intention is shown 
when he specifically asked that 
the sales tax be levied against 
the sale of a used car. 


You pay sales tax when buying 


a new car. But if you are forced 
to pay sales tax on a used car 
which has already borne one tax 
then you are paying a tran- 
saction tax, not a sales tax. 


This is a vicious pyramiding of 


taxes—and if such is attempted 
by the legislature you can bet 
your editor will do his best to 
alert all the state's citizens and 
seek a populat vote to override 
the General Assembly's action. 
Twice before I have done this on 
sales tax legislation (1955 and 
1957) and while I had no success 
at the polls this certainly 
wouldn't deter me from making 
a third attempt to secure tax 
Justice. 


If there has to be a tax rise put 


it on the income tax, which is 
levied according to a citizen's 
ability to pay—and leave the 
sales tax alone, which is a flat 
tax and harmful to those least 
able to bear taxation.

The January rate, the depart- 


ment said, was 6 per cent of the 
civilian labor force. The rate 
was the same as given out for 
December, but a statistical revi- 
sion disclosed that joblessness 
in that month actually hit 6.2 
per cent despite the return to 
work of workers displaced by 
the General motors strike. 


Today's report showed 5.4 


million unemployed in January, 
a rise of about 780,000 from De- 
cember. But, because unem- 
ployment always increases sig- 
nificantly in January, the sea- 
sonal adjustment of the num- 
bers brings the rate down by the 
equivalent of 110,000 workers 
from the December level. 


The rate showed disappointing 


sluggishness in the economic re- 
covery, however, and failed to 
allay fears that unemployment 
would move higher before Pres- 
ident Nixon's prediction comes 
true-that in 1971 it "will finally 
come under control and begin to 
recede." 


Total employment rose 400,000 


in January, after seasonal ad-

Tornadoes, 
Snowstorms 
Hit Nation 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


A vicious winter storm ham- 


mered much of the eastern half 
of the nation with wind, rain, 
snow and ice today after trig- 
gering death-dealing tornadoes 
in parts of the South. 


Eight persons were killed in 


twisters that churned Into Ala- 
bama and Mississippi Thursday 
night. Seven, including six chil- 
dren, died at Grenada, Miss. 
One person died and 12 were in- 
jured at Bear Creek, Ala. 


The tornadoes spun out of se- 


vere thunderstorms that hit a 
broad area from the Deep South 
to the Great Lakes. 


High winds swirling around 


the storm tore down power lines 
in sections of Illinois and Indi- 
ana and heaped new-fallen snow 
into traffic-snarling drifts in 
Iowa and Wisconsin. 


Heavy rains accompanying 


the storm brought flash-flood 
warnings in portions of Ala- 
bama, West Virginia, Indiana 
and Illinois. More than 2% inch- 
es soaked Birmingham, Ala. 


Freezing rain put traffic on 


skids along a wide sweep of the 
Eastern Seaboard from Virginia 
to New England. 


Heavy snow blanketed 
an 


area from Kansas to Upper 
Michigan. Eight inches in cen- 
tral Kansas trapped children in 
school Thursday at Sterling and 
Alden until telephone mainte- 
nance trucks plowed through 
and took them to homes in the 
area for the night. 


Icing of pavements 
closed 


many schools in Kansas and 
Missouri Thursday, and fallen 
power lines blacked out up to 
6,000 homes in Kansas City sub- 
urbs. 


Tornadoes also damaged farm 


buildings in the Joplin, Mo., 
area and blew down trees in 
southeastern Oklahoma. 


Fog that halted or hampered 


airport operations for a time 
Thursday in Chicago, St. Louis, 
Atlanta and several other cities 
hung on in parts of the South- 
east. 


Arctic cold plunging into the 


midcontinent in the storm's 
wake was expected to drive 
temperatures to zero or below 
in portions of the Plains and 
Midwest by Saturday morning. 
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namese troops were seen board- 
ing helicopters at Dong Ha, 
about 5 miles east of Khe Sanh.

Europe Has 
Oil Reserves 
for 6 M onths

LONDON (AP)—The oil coun- 


tries around the Persian Gulf 
may shut down their wells after 
Feb. 15 if they don't get a big 
price increase, but Western Eu- 
rope's major countries have re- 
serve stocks to last them two to 
six months, a survey today 
showed. 


Austria, Belgium, Spain and 


Switzerland are in the best 
shape, with six months' supply. 
France has enough for four 
months, Britain for three, and 
West Germany for 2% months. 


The 10 nations of the Organi- 


zation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, which supply 85 per 
cent of Western Europe's oil, 
warned Thursday at the end of 
a meeting in Tehran that unless 
the companies that buy their oil 
agree to price rises of around 36 
cents a barrel in the next 10 
days, they will adopt legislation 
imposing the increase. 


The OPEC said its members 


will withhold their oil from the 
West if the companies hold out. 


If the flow of oil is cut, some 


governments 
will 
probably 


move quickly to conserve dwin- 
dling stocks by rationing of gas- 
oline and fuel oil. 


Industry spokesmen doubted 


whether enough oil would be 
available from other sources- 
Nigeria, the United States and 
Venezuela—to fill the gap a 
shutdown would cause. The So- 
viet Union has reduced its oil 
exports to the West because of 
increasing domestic needs.

Then Roosa 
rocketed his craft into a circu- 
lar orbit 69 miles high. 


Another experiment conduct- 


ed with the command ship in the 
lower orbit was to allow scien- 
tists tracking it with radar to 
better understand variations in 
the moon's gravity. 


Flights by unmanned Lunar 


Orbiter spacecraft revealed that 
the moon's gravity field is not 
uniform. Concentrations of lu- 
nar material, called mascons, 
give some areas more pull than 
others. 


The mascons have a greater 


effect on the orbit of a space- 
craft 11.5 miles above the moon 
than one 60 miles above. Scien- 
tists hoped that by measuring 
the slight shifts in the command 
ship's course they would be able 
to make more precise measure- 
ments of the mascons' location 
and gravitational pull. 


In another experiment, radio 


waves will be beamed to the lu- 
nar surface and the reflected 
waves measured on earth. 
Researchers hope this technique 
will become a valuable new tool 
for mapping the surface and 
detecting structures just under 
it, hidden from cameras.

How many 
people are going to maintain 
three garbage cans, do all that 
flattening and breaking, then 
tootle all over the city, delivering 
junk to places that may have 
suddenly decided they no longer 
want it? 


6. Insist on "white" paper. 
As long as colored stationery, 


kitchen towels, toliet tissue, etc. 
is available, what woman will 
settle for uninteresting white? 


7. Use unleaded gas. 
I've read that the olefins and 


aromatic compounds 
which 


must be added to unleaded gas to 
achieve an acceptable octane, 
cause more air pollution than 
leaded gas. They also cause 
serious eye irritation. 


Also, long ago, the gas com- 


panies told us leaded gas was 
more expensive "because they 
had to add lead." Then they 
remove the lead—and it gets 
more expensive yet.

But we 
also need laws, applicable from 
the top to the bottom, not merely 
suggestions and guidelines. With 
babies, the best way to enforce a 
"No, 
no" is to remove it from

Severe Electric Shock 
Effect Usually Temporary 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb —My 18- 


year-old brother was electro- 
cuted when a conveyer belt 
cable broke three months 
ago. He was unconscious for 
12 hours and in critical con- 
dition for several days. He 
was burned on his arms and 
had deep burns on his pelvis 
and legs. His doctor said he 
may go insane later in life. 
Is this possible? Will it affect 
his memory? Also is it true 
t h a t he will be sterile? I 
would like all the informa- 
tion you can give me about 
a person who has been elec- 
trocuted. 


Dear Reader — No one can 


guarantee that any person, 
including you and me, will 
not be insane or sterile with 
or without having been elec- 
trocuted. But let me assure 
you that as a rule there is no 
permanent damage to a per- 
son who recovers from a 
severe electric shock. 


An electric current can 


affect the brain temporarily. 
After all, it is still used for 
shock therapy in treating 
psychiatric 
illnesses. The 


current may induce loss of 
consciousness or stun the 
individual. As the current 
affects the brain or if it 
moves through the body, it 
can cause the muscles to 
contract violently. 


The electric current can 


cause an irregularity of the 
heart that prevents it from 
pumping blood. If this per- 
sists, death ensues. This is 
h o w m o s t 
electrocutions 


work. 


Severe shock can cause the 


tissues it comes in contact 
with to coagulate; it literally 
cooks them. This can result 
in muscle damage and burns 
on the body. 


LEGAL NOTICE 


Electrical burns are usual- 


ly at the point where the cur- 
rent enters and leaves the 
body. If the current passes 
through a small part of the 
body and doesn't reach the 
brain or heart, it will cause 
only local effects in the part 
ol the body involved. Current 
often doesn't do a lot of dam- 
age inside the body because 
the blood and inner organs 
are good electrical conduc- 
tors Burns on the skin occur 
because the skin is relatively 
resistant to electric currents. 
The r e s i s t a n c e is what 
c a u s e s the heat and the 
burn. Shoes and clothing 
may literally have holes 
burned in them. 


After the shock, affected 


arms or legs may be stiff or 
paralyzed for months but 
usually recover. There may 
also be m i l d personality 
changes but these, too, are 
temporary. About the only 
permanent effects are those 
of actual burns—usually on 
the surface—and, rarely, a 
later formation of cataracts 
in the eyes. The exception to 
this is the person whose 
heart is stopped and not 
started soon enough, result- 
ing in brain damage. This 
occurs only when the heart 
has been affected and artifi- 
cial resuscitation of the 
heart was required. 


Lightning is a special form 


of electric shock. It doesn't 
always kill. People have had 
t h e i r clothes torn off and 
have only been stunned. 


About 700 p e r s o n s are 


killed by electricity at work 
each year. Another 150 are 
killed by lightning and an 
equal number in the home.

Frenchman 
Has Chance to 
Be Hew Pope 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - A 


frenchman has a good chance 
of becoming the first non-Italian 
Pope in 4Vfe centuries. 


Soundings among Vatican offi- 


cials and observers show that as 
things stand now Jean Marie 
Cardinal Villot is considered the 
man most likely to succeed 
Pope Paul VI on his retirement 
or death. 


The cardinal, 65, is tall and 


robust. He has a reputation for 
being candid, 
punctual and 


open-minded. 


Cardinal Villot holds down the 


Vatican's No. 1 and No. 2 posts 
under the Pope: secretary of 
state and chamberlain of the 
Church. In the first post, he acts 
as the Roman Catholic Church's 
"prime minister" and principal 
collaborator with Pope Paul. In 
.the second, he has responsibility 
for administering Vatican prop- 
erty and also would have the 
duty of ruling the Church from 
the death of the Pope until a 
successor is chosen. 


As recurrent rumors in Vati- 


can circles have it, the present 
pontiff is thinking of retiring 
when he reaches age 75, just 20 
months from now. Michele Car- 
dinal Pellegrino, archbishop of 
Turin and a friend of Pope Paul, 
suggested in late November that 
speculation about a papal retire- 
ment should not be taken light- 
ly. 


Others besides Cardinal Villot 


thought to be "papabili"—in 
consideration for Pope—are two 
fellow French cardinals, Gabr- 
iel Garrone, head of the Vatican 
Congregation 
for 
Education, 


and Francois Marty, archbishop 
of Paris and head of the French 
conference of bishops. Two Ital- 
ian prospects are Antonio Cardi- 
nal Poma, archbishop of Bolog- 
na and head of the Italian bish- 
ops conference, and Cardinal 
Pellegrino himself. 


The last non-Italian Pope was 


Adrian VI, a Dutchman who 
held the office in 1522-23. 


Before the Second Vatican Ec- 


umenical Council, a non-Italian 
Pope was virtually unthinkable. 
Now the Roman Curia, or cen- 
tral Vatican governing body, is 
greatly "internationalized," so 
Cardinal Villot and the other 
French prospects stand a much 
better chance. 


Even as late as April 1969 the 


old anti foreigner feelings were 
rife in Curia. Stiff opposition 
met Pope Paul's appointment of 
Cardinal Villot to succeed Amle- 
to Cardinal Cicognani as secre- 
tary of state. 


The energetic, hard-working 


Cardinal Villot won over his eu- 
rial collaborators. They have 
now adopted him as one of their 
own. 


When called to be secretary of 


state, the cardinal said he would 
be primarily concerned with 
performing his duties "in a filial 
dependence" on the Pope, and 
with "absolute fidelity toward 
his person, his ruling and his ac- 
tion." 


But as prime counselor to 


Pope Paul, the French cardinal 
serves as anything but a rubber 
stamp. His subordinates report 
he always says what he has on 
his mind. 


Whether Cardinal Villot dif- 


fers with Pope Paul such things 
as the ban on artificial birth 
control is not easy to discern.

Thinks Plan 
Fairest of 
fax Systems

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Oov. 


Dale Bumpers offered the state 
legislature Thursday a $26 mil- 
lion tax package that he said 
would give Arkansas one of the 
fairest tax systems in the Unit- 
ed States. 


The major proposal among 


his seven tax measures is a 
more graduated income tax 
that the governor said would 
produce about $15 million in ad- 
ditional revenues annually. 


Also among the proposals 


presented to a joint session of 
the legislature were repeal of 
some sales and use tax exemp- 
tions, including the exemption 
granted sales of cigarettes, and 
extension of the sales tax to 
repair services. 


Education would receive the 


bulk of the new money. Bump- 
ers outlined proposed spending 
for education that included a 
$900 increase in teacher sala- 
ries in the next biennium and 
a $11.5 million construction pro- 
gram for the state-supported 
colleges and universities. 


The governor also proposed a 


20 per cent increase in aid to 
cities and counties, an ambi- 
tious development program for 
the state parks, a pay increase 
for 
state 
employes 
and a 


stronger parole system. 


Bumpers said his tax package 


was "the barest 
minimum 


amount necessary" to fund the 
programs he proposes. 


He said his income tax bill 


was designed to bring fairness 
to the overall tax structure. He 
said the impact of the tax rate 
change, placing a greater tax 
responsibility on upper level in- 
come groups, would not be that 
great because taxpayers may 
charge off their state tax pay- 
ments on their federal income 
tax returns. 


Bumpers said 
the federal 


government, through the tax 
credits, actually would bear 
more than $6 million of the $15 
million. 


The governor did not propose 


an increase for families with 
less than $3,000 of taxable in- 
come. He said a man with a 
wife and two children making 
$12,000 a year would have about 
$10,000 in taxable income and 
his tax bill would be increased 
$35 a year. 


The other tax measures pro- 


posed by Bumpers and their es- 
timated annual yield: 


—Removal of the sales and 


use tax exemption granted util- 
ities, pipelines and common 
carriers, $2.5 million. 


—Repeal of the sales tax 


exemption on cigarettes, $2.25 
million. 


— Removal of the sales tax 


exemption on sales of second- 
hand or used property, such as 
automobiles, $3 million. 


— Extension of the 3 per cent 


sales tax to include repair ser- 
vices such as those on motor 
vehicles, planes, farm machin- 
ery and implements, motors of 
all kinds, appliances, furniture, 
television sets and radioes, of- 
fice machines and equipment, 
shoes, jewelry, watches and 
clocks, $2.2 million. 


— A reduction from 2 to 1 per 


cent in the merchants' discount 
for collecting the sales tax, $1 
million. 


The seventh proposal actual- 


ly was a reduction in a tax —a 
lowering of the real estate 
transfer tax from $3 per $1,000 
of value to $1.10 per $1,000. 
Bumpers said that despite the 
change the tax would produce 
about $500,000 in general reve- 
nues. 


The income tax bill will re- 


quire a three-fourths majority 
vote of both houses of the legis- 
lature for passage, but the oth- 
er proposals will require only a 
simple majority. 


The House Revenue and Tax- 


ation Committee agreed to a 
Bumpers request to sponsor the 
measures as a procedural mat- 
ter, although no committee 
member bound himself to sup- 
port them. 


Rep. 
B. D. "Doug" Brandon 


of Little Rock, the committee 
chairman, said he would ar- 
range to start hearings on the 
bills next week. 


The governor said he had 


been urged to either present no 
revenue proposals or wait and 
call a special session 
later 


"when the tax mood might be 
more favorable." 


••The first would be highly 


desirable and politically expedi- 
ent," 
he said. "The second 


would postpone the inevitable 
and put us all to the expense 
and inconvenience of a special 
session 


• Kither would constitute a 


breach of faith with the people 
who expect me to be complete- 
ly candid in my assessment of 
conditions and would violate 
my conscience and constitute 
an abdication of my responsi- 
bility in the face of compelling 
truths." 


Bumpers said his proposals 


were based on what he believed 
to be "the most progressive re- 
form revenue measures pre- 
sented to the assembly in many 
years." He said he was not ask- 
ing for a lot more than he 
would expect to get. 


Bumpers detailed to the leg- 


islators how he proposed that 
the new tax revenues and 
natural growth revenues be 
spent. 


He proposed giving teachers 


an average salary increase of 
$400 during the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1 and an addition- 
al $500 increase in the follow- 
ing fiscal year, bringing teach- 
er pay to the level of salaries 
in surrounding states. 


He recommended $11.5 mil- 


lion in the next fiscal year to 
finance classroom and other 
construction projects suggested 
by the Commission on Coordi- 
nation of Higher Educational 
Finance. In addition, Bumpers 
said he would ask colleges and 
universities to increase tuition 
$50 a semester, providing an 
additional $4 million. 


The governor proposed that 


the state-supported colleges and 
universities 
be 
given 
from 


growth money and new tax rev- 
enues $6 million in the first fis- 
cal 
year 
of 
the 
coming 


biennium and $9 million in the 
second year. 


Bumpers said the allocations 


would provide the funds to staff 
the family practice division of 
the 
University of 
Arkansas 


Medical Center, open 10 of 120 
empty beds at the center and 
provide scholarships for medic- 
al students who agree to prac- 
tice in rural areas after gradu- 
ation. 


He said the colleges and uni- 


versities will have from bal- 
ances on hand this year $1.6 
million for construction author- 
ized by the March 1970 special 
legislative session. 


Bumpers also proposed pay- 


ing a deficit at financially 
troubled Arkansas AM&N Col- 
lege from balances on hand. 
The amount is expected to be 
between $1.5 million and $1.8 
million, he said. 


The governor said "common 


decency" required the state to 
raise welfare grants at least $5 
a month in each of the next two 
years. 


He proposed a one-step in- 


crease in state employe sala- 
ries that he said would cost $1.1 
million in the next fiscal year 
and $2.3 million in the follow- 
ing fiscal year. He said Arkan- 
sas' state employes were the 
lowest paid in the nation. 


Bumpers recommended an 


additional $2 million from gen- 
eral revenues in each year of 
the biennium for cities and 
counties. He also said he hoped 
the legislature would enact his 
bill that would give the mu- 
nicipalities more flexibility in 
raising revenue for themselves. 


The governor recommended 


that the state provide about 
$800,000 in each of the next two 
years for operating funds for
